1 Document Dl is considered the prior art closest to 

the subject matter of claim 1 and discloses a 
method for determining a path in a communications 
system, in which the path minimises a cost 
function. This is implemented in that a first 
path search with minimum costs and a first delay 
is executed and a second path search with a 
minimum delay and second costs is executed, one of 
the two paths being selected according to boundary 
restrictions . 



The subject matter of claim 1 thus differs from 
that known from Dl in that the information of the 
routing protocol is evaluated in the network nodes 
by at least two different path search procedures, 
a specific path search procedure being selected 
for each target network node, the result of which 
is stored in the routing table.
